WAR PRIINER 


Good news came to Mrs. Emilie 
Roeben, 857 Washington boule- 
vard, Sunday evening, when she 
was informed by the adjutant- 
general at Washington, D.C. 
that her’ son, First Lieutenant 
Walter Roeben, was a prisoner of 
war of the Germans. Previously 
he had been reported “missing in 
action”. 

Text of the telegram received 
at 9:40 Sunday evening from J. 
A. Ulio, adjutant general, is as 
follows: . 

“Report just received through 
International Red Cross your son 
First Lieutenant Walter J. Roe- 
ben, is a prisoner of war of the 
German government. Letter of 
confirmation follows from prov- 
ost marshal general.” 

Lt. Roeben, bombardier in the 
United States Fifteenth Air Force 
flying from an Italian base, in a 
telegram received by his mother 
August 10, was reported “miss- 
ing over Germany” since July 25. 

He had heen in the armed 
forces two years when he went 
overseas January 1, and there- 
after participated’ in shuttle 
bombing over enemy territory 
from Italy’ to Russia. He had 
passed the half-way mark in the 
number of missions alloted be- 
fore leaves and furloughs § are 
granted. : 

Only son of Mrs. Roeben, he 
attended Upland schools and 
Chaffey high school and junior 
college. Before joining the air 
forces, he was employed by the 
Ontario branch of the Bank of 
America.
